The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art does not teach or suggest an ink in liquid form comprising polymerized 
fatty acid-based polyamide resin that is a reaction product of reactants comprising 
polymerized fatty acid polyamide, ethylene diamine, hexamethylenediamine, and fatty 
acid with a solvent having a viscosity of 60 cps. Prior art teaches such a compound 
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being a reaction product in phase-change and solid inks such as that found in Schwarz 
et al. and Frihart et al wherein the solvents have viscosities that are greater than 60 cps.
